Current Financial membership is 75 ZL members, 1 Associate, 3 Friends of WARO and 87 
sponsored DX members. The bulk of subscriptions were paid within 3 months. There is 
always the stragglers who need a gentle reminder. There is also 6 unpaid members who have 
not notified anyone of their circumstances. 


Stock on hand - we currently have a large stock of various WARO badges -116 "A" @ $6- 
00 each, 38 "B" @ $6-00 each, 13 "C" @ $4-00 each, 5 bars @ $1-00 each, 7 Lapel Pins @ 
$2-50 each, 26 Charms @ $2-50 each and 9 Scarves @ $17-00 each, in all totalling $1216- 
50. 


1 suggest we look at ways to encourage the reduction of these badges and maybe reduce the 
price and encourage all WARO members and WARO friends etc. to have a badge or Lapel 
Pins with their call sign engraved. Suggestions would be welcome from members to reduce 
this stock. I leave it open for discussion. I have been taking some stock to various Amateur 
functions I have attended and have sold $183-00 worth this financial year. 


Our investment with Mascot Finance is returning a good interest rate and keeps growing as 
is evident in the Balance Sheet. This comes up for renewal in November of this year and I 
recommend we put it on a shorter term basis instead of 2 years. I will look at the best value 
interest rate nearer the time of renewal. 


I also recommend WARO invest $500-00 with the ANZ bank from their Current Account on 
a short term deposit turnover. The Auditor recommended we do this as we do not spend a 
lot of money. 


With the deletion of the 5 cent coin in October, our postage and other costs may be 
increased. 


I will be available by email if there are any queries and hope to answer them to the best of my 
knowledge. 


It has been a pleasure to serve as your Treasurer for the past year and I extend my thanks to 
Celia ZLIALK and Bev ZLI1OS for their help. Also the rest of the Executive and members 
for keeping me informed promptly of any changes.

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Librarian Annual Report - Joline Beale ZLIUJB 


Very little material has been received by the Library over the last 12 months save for some 
photographs from previous events in the not so distant past. The main problem with receiving 
photographs out of time sequence is that to put them in the right place in the album would 
mean taking all the later photographs out of every page and redoing the pages. Somewhat 
daunted by this prospect I have not done this but after considerable thought I have decided 
that the best idea would be to start a small album for photographs received out of time 
sequence. This album to have a detailed contents list for cross referencing purposes with 
photographs added in the order in which they arrive. 


It is probable that one of the reasons for very little material having been received is that most 
people now have digital cameras and no-one has “real” photographs to send off to be affixed 
into the albums. How do we deal with this matter? Do we ask for people to have “real” 
photographs printed out for us, especially the photographs that go into the Bulletin, so that we 
can keep the albums going or do we go with the flow and ask for copies to be put onto CDs 
for us? I do not have the skills to do this and would need to rely on others putting a CD 
together. 


The third issue is the matter of the appropriate name for the role that we presently call 
“Librarian”. The appropriate name for the collection that we presently call the Library would 
devolve from this. There are very few items in the collection that can be genuinely 
considered as library items available for borrowing. The major part of the collection is 
valuable historical material, in other words, WARO archival material. Because I consider that 
the words “Library” and “Librarian” are misleading, there is a motion to be dealt with at the 
2006 AGM that adds the term “Archivist” to that of “Librarian”. If this motion is passed it 
would mean that the collection would be subsequently described as Library and Archives, or 
Library Archives or whatever term including both meanings that the Executive decided 
would be most appropriate.

VK3DYL 
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Adventure Racing — Coro Style — Allison ZLITXQ 


For some years, Jim and I, along with our son Ian ZL1TQZ and other amateurs have been 
providing radio communications for Coromandel Adventure Racing. March this year was a 
particularly busy month. The first of three events for the month was the ‘Moehau Man’ 
multisports event on 4"" March. Jim and I took our campervan up the winding and sometimes 
gravel roads to our site at Waikawau Farm Park near the beach about two hours north-east of 
Thames. We soon had our aerials up and the radios installed under the awning of the 
campervan. We needed to be outside so that we could read the numbers of the competitors as 
they zoomed in on their bikes, changed their gear then sprinted down to the beach and into 
their canoes and headed towards the next control group at Kennedy Bay. We worked in 
closely with our Marshalls as it can be bedlam when competitors arrived in groups. Support 
crews were coming and going and spectators were milling around. Sometimes we had 
spectators helping us get the numbers and times. 


We had radio comms with Kennedy Bay and to Coromandel Base via a repeater on top of 
the range. All competitors were accounted for and their times transmitted to Base We also 
had comms with Whitianga Coastguard who were escorting the canoeists for safety reasons. 


Friday 10" March saw us travelling North again — this time to the DoC camping ground at 
Stoney Bay near the tip of the Coromandel Pensinsular. This time, we were helping Hamilton 
with comms for the Kona Colville Connection cycle race to be held on Saturday 11". We 
soon had the camper set up next to the road, and HF and VHF aerials erected. This time, we 
are there for safety only. No numbers or times are transmitted. On Friday night, much to my 
surprise I was able to keep my sched with Jolene and Rosemary on the 6625 repeater — right 
through the Coromandel range and over to the Klondyke repeater on the west coast! The first 
of 900 contestants passed our point at 11.30 Saturday morning and they kept coming for 
quite some time. Tail-end-charlie arrived and let us go at 2.30pm. We were in touch with the 
station at Fletchers Bay and with Base at Colville. 


Friday 31“ March saw us in our trusty camper again heading for Papamoa near Tauranga to 
set up Base for the “Escape from Coromandel” 24 and 12 hour multi-sport event dreamed up 
by the Coromandel Adventure Racing pundits. Near the summit of the Kaimais, we stopped 
off to erect a cross-band repeater. We stayed in a camping ground that night and next 
morning we set up base in a rented house. We erected an HF aerial and two dual band VHF 
aerials. 


The radios were arranged on the dining-room table. Ian and Janice arrived and we were 
equipped with a lap-top computer to account for all teams in the event. This was a big multi- 
sport event. Canoeing, biking, running from Mt Maunganui, across the harbour to Tauranga, 
up the Wairoa river, over the Kaimais, down the Waihou river to TeAroha, back over the 
ranges to the East Coast, then back across the Harbour to Mt Maunganui. Radio operators 
manned each transition point and transmitted numbers and times for each team. We also 
monitored the marine frequency for the harbour crossings patrolled by the Tauranga 
Coastguard. A total of 20 operators were involved from Thames, Auckland, Hamilton, 
Whakatane, Tauranga and TeAroha. At Base, we worked in pairs all day Saturday, all night 
Saturday and Sunday morning until noon. Then we came home for a sleep.

There was a huge log jam of small logs up against the bridge supports in the middle of the 
river - that is going to have to be cleared out and dumped on the bank. There were pukekos 
everywhere feeding happily in the shallow water and the ducks were having a mighty time 
swimming where there was no water yesterday. The path to the wetlands was completely 
under water so we didn't venture there.
